WASHINGTON". Feb. 19.—Robert 


Lansing was po-n.».>.r ->.<• secreiary of 
state. Diplomat; reoosrriired tbe awk- 
wardness of h:s position, particularly 
his inabili:y often to speak for the 
president bt-eaa^e the latter individual 
would not take hsm into his confidence 
but they made allowances for this and 
liked Mr. L.nr«:ng for such frankness 
as he was al"!<; to display. He was 
courteous with foreisr. 
«rovernnients 


and altho he differed aeain and again 
•with the president as to the wisest 
policy to pursue, he never showed it to 
a foreign gove-nment. Whenever the 
president decided a question, that was 
enough for Robert Lansing. Like an 
ambassador in a foreign ccurjtry. he 
followed instructions faithfully. 
Nev- 


ertheless, it must noi bo unarmed that 
Robert Lansing has not exerted a very 
great influence on our foreign policy 
in the last four years. Even before 
he took office, he framed the neutral- 
ity policy of the government as coun- 
sellor of the department of ptate and 
is generally credited with having been 
the author of the phrase "a strict ac- 
countability." which was used In one 
of the first Lus'tania notes. He wrote 
many drafts of notes that never saw 
the president's eye and 
he 
wrote 


many that were pigeonholed by the 
president. But like a true counsellor 
he ~>-as always ready witb a compre- 
hensive statement of tbe alternatives 
invoUed. Usually, he gave the presi- 
dent the various courses 
of action 


•which ceuld be foHOTred ar.d. while 
politely suggesting which^ce himself 
thot best, invariably left it to the 
president to choose. But Robert Lan- 
sing knew traditional American doct- 
rine and he also put in e~ery r.ote he 
•wrote a certain Hbercl s *: r. -,d altru- 
ism that so many people r..—,:*d prompt- 
ly say was Wilsonian. Even on the 
notes for which the president received 
the highest praise, you couldn't get a 
•word out of Robert Lansing as to the 
part he played. I remember particu- 
larly one cf the be=t notes ever sent 
out by the United States government, 
a communication to the Aastro-Hun- 
garian government about the requested 
embargo on arms. Solicitor Woolsey 
and Secretary Lansing framed 
that 


note at:d the editorial praise which 
the president received fur doing what 
he didn't do had no ef "ect on the feel- 
ings of the men in the department of 
state, vrbo took it as a matter of 
course.

Bridegrooms are worrying.as to how 


they shall fignre their Income Tax. A 
constant stream of inquires from the 
newlyvreds is reaehi-g the laternal- 
Reveatie officials. In many of these 
cases both the bride and groom were 
employed up to the wedding date; and 
the principal point on which advice is 
asked is as to whether the bride's In- 
come must be shown on the groom's 
return. 


The answer as given by the Internal 


Revenue men is that ail of the earn- 
ings and other income of both 'the 
bride and the groom for the year 1919 
must be considered, even if it was all 
spent on trousseau, diamonds, wedding 
trips, and bonbons. The 
fact that 


.they- were married on or before Decem- 
ber 31 joins them for the whole year, 
so far as Income Tax-is concerned. 


A bride of 1919 is in duty bound to 


figure up her income and to add it to 
hubby's 1919 earnings to determine 
whether aa Income Tax return is re- 
quired. If the total was $2,060 or more 
a return must be made; in which case 
both bride and groom may file sep- 
arate returns, or must file a joint re- 
turn. The latter method is preferred 
by the collectors, unless the aggregate 
net income of both husband and wife 
is $5,000"or over. 


And they all want to fenow whether, 


although married only part of the year 
1919, they are entitled to claim full 
exemption as a married couple. The 
answer is a decided yes; they are al- 
lowed $2,000. plus $200 for each de- 
pendent who is under 18 or who, thru 
age, defect, etc., is incapable of self- 
support. This exemption may be split 
in any proportions on the separate 
returns of "husband and wife, if they 
file that way. 


"And remember that March 15 is the 


final date for filing returns and paying 
Income Taxes,"' is the warning that 
the Revenue men add to the above ad- 
vice.
